‘The Socialist is, first of all, a thinking man; he 

an economic student who puts his information and 
practical uses for the benefit of 
mankind. He believes the human instinct for the

is the prevailing power in an advanced condition of 
society. This condition may come fifty years or a 
hundred years from now. The Socialist bases his 
philosophy of the future not as a fatalist, who walts 
for the inevitable to drop into his lap from the sky, 
but upon carefully worked-out conclusions, drawn 
from the evolutionary history of the world. Every 
upheaval of political or ethical failure in conditions to 
meet the economic progress of the race has been a 
step onward toward the Socialist’s faith in the event- 
ual democracy of the world. 

“This is the economic age. The statute books are 
full of laws made solely to protect the rights of prop- 
erty ownership, to lend dignity and respect to the ac- 
cumulation of dollars.

There is, however, on the lower east sid-—and it 
seems to be mainly confined to that section—a pecul- 
far condition which the teachers are striving hard to 


crimes and at least 75 per cent. of the laws are the 
outcome of an economic struggle to satisfy private 
greed.” 

‘*How are you going to abolish greed in human 
nature?” I asked. 

‘The Socialist does not believe that human nature 
is mean or violent or wicked. He places a high 
standard upon the natural impulses of men and wo- 
men. It is the grinding of conditions that cleanse 
and squeeze society into a higher state of civiliza- 
tion, the process of sociological fermentation that is 
always proving the confidence one can have in the 
ethical foundations of human nature. 

“The Socialist is among those who applaud the 
ethics that grow out of his economic text. I do not 
mean to say that the political prospects of the Social. 
ist movement should be classed second to its ethical 
motives, because the economic conditions that prevail 
now must be improved through political effort. 

“The Socialist must influence the ballot, to bring 
about a Legislature that will not be bribed and a 
Government that will not be controlled by the trusts.” 

“And if the Socialists controlled the will of the 
people by votes, what would they do first?” 

“They would take out of the hands of a few men 
the industrial plants of the country, and operate them 
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overcome, and which is rarely brought to the atteu- 
tion of the courts or the police. This is thievery 
among the girls. It is very prevalent, it would ap- 
pear, and though the light-fingered proclivities of the 
boys are marked, it is their sisters who are the worst 
and most numerous offenders,

“Faginism in the district,” said Miss Brady, “is 
carried on to an extent that persons who have no op- 
portunity to become acquainted with life here would 
never dream of. It is a larger problem than that of 
imn rality. It is not, however, altogether a child 
problem. The responsibility for it rests almost en- 
tirely upon the parents, and especially upon the 
mothers, who connive at and encourage thieving by 
their children, 


under new laws—laws that would have in them an 
ethical purpose for mutual instead of individual 
profit. Whether the ownership would take form in 
municipal, State, or National Government will depend 
upon the nature of the industries in each case. It is 
absurd to prophesy what the shape of an object so 
distant will be, but I belleve that men and women will 
look and be very much as they are to-day, with the 
added benefits of enlightenment that the evolution of 
society will involve.” 

“The changes of society being inevitable, what as- 
surance has the Socialist that his theories will ever 
become effective?” 

‘“‘He has, to my mind, the most positive founda- 
tion, by @awing a straight line of precedent, in facts, 
without other imagination than that of contrasting 
economic problems of to-day with their prospects for 
to-morrow. We are not so concerned with the morals 
of the future as we are with the economics. Out of 
economic independence will come individual morals, 
freedom of action within ethical {mpulses, and an ap- 
preciation of industrial necessities that will give more 
leisure for individuality, for art, or literature, or 
poetry, or music. 

‘““We do not enter into the matter of religion, 
either. That, we believe, will find its level in the en- 
lightenment that follows all economic improvements, 

& 8 & 

“The Socialist opposes the present capitalistic 
system because it ties up industrial conditions for the 
benefit of the few at the sacrifice of the millions. It 
is not Rockefeller, or Morgan, or Vanderbilt we object 
to personally. If they would becontent with the enjoy- 
ment of their amassed wealth we should be satisfied 
to leave them in peace, but they are the representa- 
tives of a system of private ownership and exploita- 
tion that pursues them, drives them into complica- 
tions they cannot avoid so long as they continue their 
plans of trustification. 

‘“‘Commodore Vanderbilt was a pioneer in indus- 
trial improvement, personally, but his heirs are mere- 
ly the beneficiaries of a system so well worked out 
now that no one man is necessary for its achleve- 
ments. 

‘You see, all the mechanism of industrial interests 
is complete, it moves like clockwork designed by pre- 
vious generations, and the personal power of one man 
over an economic problem that is solved is a menace 
to individual freedom,” 

‘“ The Socialist would overthrow the capitalist? ” 

“Not the capitalist, whose capital is an inactive 
agent in industry, but we would overthrow the 
capitalistic influence exerted against the individual’s 
privilege to share in the industrial improvements that 
have been worked out for him by previous wage- 
earners. 

“The Sooilalist sees a great difference between 
inactive wealth and active, exploiting capital.” 

“ Will the Social Democracy continue the present 
form of republican government in the rank of its of- 
ficials? ”’ 

“We cannot tell what the form will be. The 
changes in society will bring about their own en- 
lightenments, and we shall have a state of govern- 
ment that will belong to the conditions. 

“I am positive, however, those conditions will be 
more peaceable than they are now. There will be no 
overproduction; industrial improvements will have 
solved the exact quantities of manufacture we re- 
quire, and therefore the hours of labor will be short- 
er, the leisure for individual privileges greater.” 

Mr. Parry’s contentions in ais novel “ The Scarlet 
Empire” were in no place sustained by Mr. Hiliquit’s 
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“The greed for money among our people is noth- 
ing less than a disease, and it is inherent in the chil- 
dren. The adults are all money getters, and the lit- 
tle ones are affected by the craze. They steal money 
or articles and take them home. The parents know 
that the coins and things could not have been ac- 
quired honestly, but they raise no question about it 
and take the money. All is grist that comes to their 
mill. The poorer the surroundings of the family the 
more ambitious are they to better their lot, and if 
taking what belongs to other people furthers the at- 
tainment of this ambition, why, so much the worse 
for other people.” 

The thieving habit grows quickly upon a girl, who 
needs little encouragement to become a dexterous 
pilferer, and she invariably operates with as much 
boldness as skill. 

‘“‘ Nevertheless,” said Miss Brady, speaking of the 
general subject, ‘‘ considering the home and neigh- 
borhood conditions, the girls of this part of the city 
are a credit to their sex.” 

Statistics of the Children’s Court show, and teach- 
ers agree, that the moral question as it affects girls 
of tender age is not by any means such a terrible one 
as alarmists have made out, and this notwithstand- 
ing the shocking conditions disclosed by cases brought 
before the courts not so very lang ago.

They grow wise in vicious knowl- 
edge at the neighborly symposiums in hallways and 
on stoops, where in Summer the heat drives the tene- 
ment denizens to promiscuous sociability and where 
the presence of children does not act as a check upon 
subjects of conversation. As a resuit they are un- 
abashed at meeting with the advances of people how- 
ever vile. 

Even where the mother is right-minded and does 
her best, she cannot, if she have several children, 
confine them to the room or two they call home. 
She sends them to the street also that they may be 
out of her way while she works. She does not know 
where they go. They run wild and some of the com- 
panions they associate with are very bad. 

The moral problem that exercises the workers 
among the children, however, is not so serious in the 
case of the girls at school as in that of those who 
have left the classes at an early age to earn their 
living. These have long hours of work for the little 
pay, which generally is turned over to the mother. 
Their minds are unformed. They are subjected to 
the familiar temptations attendant upon the need 
for recreation and the taste for dress incidental tao 
their age and branching out and the examples set 
by companions of the workroom. 

But, as an endeaviu~ has been made to show, the 
‘‘bad-girl question,” taken all in all, does not exist 
to any great extent, consideration being given to the 
fact that nearly 2,000,000 people dwell in Manhattan 
Borough alone. As to what is being done or ought 
to be done to deal with the whole problem affecting 
both girls and boys—that must be another story.

“It will be some time before the Socialists’ predig- 
tions will come?’ 

“ The evolution is slow, but we are busy and faith- 
ful to our conclusions.” 

“Is the Socialist agitator to be feared?”’ 

“No. There are all sorts of Socialists. Socialism 
is the name for a restless sociological condition that 
precedes an improvement. There are many immature 
and thoughtless expressions of Socialism that do not 
go to the root of the idea, and though these miscon- 
ceptions do temporary damage, they all indicate a 
tendency toward some enlightenment of our economia 
failures. 

“But it will come gradually. 

“Some Anarchists, of course, advise mob violence, 
believing that they would be supported, but the So- 
cialist never urges his philosophy that way. He knows 
that time will bring about an inevitable evolution of 
society, and he sees no other solution than an eco- 
nomic improvement. Another thing, your rational 
Socialist never fears a retrograding scale of things. 
Nothing degenerates, entirely, for at the time of de- 
cay a new growth is in process.”

“ Conditions were better, however, in the days of 
George Washington,” I suggested. 

‘IT know it is customary to refer to the Integrity 
and wisdom of the men of those days, but they had 
no corrupting industrial conditions such as ours to 
encounter. Those were the days before Socialism, be- 
cause no conditions existed to demand it. 

“The tremendous industrial strides the world has 
made since then have developed capitalistic problems 
and wage-earner problems. If Depew, for instance, 
had lived a hundred years ago, perhaps he would not 
have been betrayed by the subtlety of conditions, and 
would have remained and died a true and unselfish 


statesman.” 

‘Do you think the Socialists’ methods will ever 
lead to a revolution in this country?” 

“Only in the event of force being attempted by the 
capitalistic party at the polls. At present such a con- 
tingency seems very remote, because until the So- 
clalists’ influence at election brings about a possible 
contest, let us say, for President, there is no danger, 
and I fancy when that time does come it will be be- 
cause the Socialists are in the majority, and the 
clash will be hard on the minority.”

USHING the right button at the 
Pp wrong moment,_produced an in- 
stant of unexpected amusement 
for the audience at ‘ Gallops”™, one 
evening last week.

Just below this serge fold is seen a band 
of blue velvet, and then come the white 
linen canvas section cuffs, with a-fold of 
blue velvet peeping from under their low- 
er edges, from which fall narrow white 
lace ruffles. At the outside seam of each 
white linen cuff is a short tab an inch 
wide of blue velvet fastened at the top 
with a silver button. The turned-over 
collar also of white linen, showing a 
fold of blue velvet at the edge, and hav- 
ing extension ends of blue velvet braided 
in blue soutache braid. These linen ac- 
cessories are so attached that they may 
be removed and laundered and others at- 
tached. 

To wear with this there is a simple 
blouse of heavy but fine white linen with 
a plain back and elbow sleeves ending in 
inch wide embroidered bands and two 
inch ruffles of valenciennes lace. The 
stock is composed of alternate bands of 
lace and embroidery with a lace ruffle at 
the top, and the blouse closes down the 
centre front under an inch wide band of 
embroidered linen, from which a two-inch 
ruffle the valenciennes lace forms a 
cascade jabot from top to bottom.

An Empire robe, recently received from 
Paris by a well-known woman, as 
herself more like some 
a long coat or a house gown than one in- 
tended for carriage and reception uses. 

It is a pastel-colored chiffon broadcloth, 
with a high stock and removable vest or 
Irish lace. Then comes the bolero effect, 
plain at. the top, save for a collar of Irish 
with square epaulets projecting out 
the tops of the sleeves. This bo- 
is outlined where it overlaps the 
and pointed guimpe, and also down 
front, where it closes with a fald of 
velvet of a darker shade, overlaid with 
openwork braid in dull, very fine gold 
thread. The bolero top is loose and forms 
at the bottom a line of three scallops, one 
at.each side and one in the ‘centre, the 
latter formed, of course, by the meeting 
centres. Under this bolero is a flat ruffle 
of white lace perhaps two inches deep. 
The sleeves are large, loose puffs of the 
cloth to just above the elbows, where a 
fold of velvet, covered with gold thread, 
is banded around it, and from under this 
a circular section of ruffte 
of the cloth. This is formed by cutting 
around in a perfect circle so that at the 
top the piece is without gathers or other 
fullness where it joins the sleeves, while 
the lower part flares out in a full circle. 
The cloth is left with a smooth cut edge. 
From under this a puff of chiffon cloth 
of the same shade extends over the elbow 
and is banded just below it with another 
of the velvet and gold bands. A two- 
inch frill of white lace falls from thls. 

The top of the gown, set on to a yoke 
section under the bolero, and quite con- 
cealed by the latter, falls in scant folds 
to the floor, where it rests am inch or two 
in the front and trails out in the back. 
From just below the hip line this skirt is 
formed of overlapping, bias, and perfectly 
flat sections’ of the’ cloth, ranging from 
about three inches wide at’ the-top to-ten 
inches at: the” bottem.  ’These~ bands -are 
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Black chiffon velvet with Irish Crochet. 


all wider at the back, and grow narrower 
toward the front. Each is*stitched’on at 
the top to the silk foundation .slip,. and 
each overlaps'the next.’ The. top one of 
all is stitched on perhaps a quarter-of an 
inch from its top, and the.lower edge: is 
turned up under and stitched to. match. 
None of the upper edges of the succeeding 
sections show, but the’ lower’ edges are 
just turned under once and stitched once 
with silk of the same shade. 

To wear with this there is a large'hat 
of ‘crinoline, a brilliant black, ..trimmed 
with quantities of pale pink roses of all 
sizes and shades, both around the crown 
and under the brim, while puffs of pale 
yellow tulle are used around the bandeau 
and a knot of black liberty satin ribbon 
shows on the brim. 

A simple robe, the idea of which may be 
easily reproduced by any clever ~dress- 
maker, is an almost plain costume for 
Spring wear of dark blue voile. The skirt 
is fitted around the hips by tucks in the 
front and over the hips, and in the back 
it is laid in two double underlying box- 
plaits. The skirt clears the ground per- 
haps an inch, has a three-inch hem, and 
above two one-inch tucks an inch apart. 

The coat bodice has a moderately wide 
belt of folds of blue satin, having at the 
lower edge an inch-wide silver: braid. In 
the back and also in the front are hollow 
oval buckles of dull silver, matching the 
braid. One end of the belt: is. thrust 
through the buckle at the front, ending 
in a slanting point. Above this belt the 
voile is gathered three time a half inch 


apart over a tight silk lining,«and-:the 
volle is drawn .taut to .above, the; point 
where the bolero top effect comes down 
over it. There is a stock and removable 
vest of guimpe of Irish crochet, the ‘lat- 
ter describing a point in:«the -back “as 
well.as in the.front.. Over this laps.the 
edge of the bodice proper. An’ inch-wide 
band of white and silver braid is - set 
under the edge of the bodice to’form a 
finish, and then two. straight pieces of 
blue satin three or four inches wide are 
laid over the shoulders. The-ends are 
square and where they meet at the top 
in both the centre front and the centre 
back is a large dull silver cabochon. 
From these cabochons going across the 
ends of the satin and then up the outside 
edges is dull silver braid like that on the 
belt. These satin sections form the only 
top to the bodice over . tke ° shoulders, 
their. outer edges extending just over -the 
shoulder seams, where the sleeves ‘are 
sewed to the “body. From. under~«these 
safin sections the.voile extends. out to 
form: the bolero proper. ‘The voile ‘is:laid 
in three flat down-turning. plaits .under 
the ends of the satin in‘ the’ back, the 
fullness being. pressed and. tacked: down 
to the foundation to fit smoothly as :far 
the under-arm seams, and from: this 
point the plaits fall to go over the bust 
to the centre of-the-front. “Unlike ,the 
ends at the-back, the front,sections.of 
voile are allowed to droop ’a little ‘in: the 
centre front, and a-jabot of white lace 
and chou of satin ribbon is caught’ below 
the cabochon. -Below:this and between the 
girdle and the bolero a four-inch Inser- 
tion of Irish crochet shows up the centre, 
with a row of small silver buttons on each 
side. 

These sleeves are quite full puffs at the 
top, but are so cut as to shape into the 
arms above the elbows. Three-inch cuffs 
of blue satin are set on at the: elbows, 
having at the back of each a hollow, oval 
silver ‘buckle, and across the top a line of 
dull silver. braid.. All the satin .acces- 
sories, by: the way, have pin:tucks:an 
eighth of an inch apart'running the’ long 
way ofthe accessory. ~ ¢ 

To wear with this there is a small hat 
of blue ‘chip with a’ white‘ tulle *bandeau. 
It is trimmed with:black ostrich tips, and 
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there are large amber shell pins to fasten 
it to the coiffure. ; | 

Speaking of hats, one just arrived from 
Paris should prove a desirable driving or | 
automobile hat. -It is tan chip, bent down 
in both the back andthe front, ‘trimmed , 
with a scarf of corn-colored. silk crépe, | 
forming loose folds around the crown and / 
a wide soft bow at the front.’ Under the| 
right brim is a big, conventional bow of | 
brown tulle with.a cluster of. brown and/| 
corn-colored ‘roses ‘under the left side. | 
From these flowers a scarf effect in folds | 
of brown tulle ‘goes loosely around and | 
ends, at the right in one shirred end. This} 
has a hook in the shirring, and there is a 
loop under the separate tulle bow, the| 
idea being to bring the tulle scarf down | 
from the left under the coiffure at the/| 
back and up at the right side, fastening 
it to the loop by the hook, and thus se- 
curing the hat to the head. There are 
also a set of two tortoise shell pins going 
with it. It is an odd sort of chapeau, but 
with more of novelty than beauty. 

Among the decorations of Empire robes 
are folds of silk or ribbon arranged ‘in 
short bands, with the ends drawn through 
buckles. ‘ One such robe has its sleeves 
ending at the elbows. decorated with three 
bands .of. liberty satin ribbon. .. The.rib- 
bons are an inch and a quarter wide and 
an. inch apart, the. lowest: coming at: the 
edge of the sleeve. The ends coming from 
the inside are each drawn through a small 
buckle’ that gathers them a bit, and, the 
ends stick pertly out toward the back of 
the arm. In the front ofthe bodice,

All great cities of the world have been 
the outcome of centuries of gradual de- 
velopment. Even London and Paris, rated 
as the two largest cities, grew as man 
grows to maturity, strengthening in fibre 
and bone and nerve and brain year by 
year, each successive period during which 
they were passing from infancy to full 
growth involving a century of time. 

But the Borough of the Bronx has ac- 
complished all this in a few years. Since 
its annexation to New York City it has 
shown an increase of 1,000 per cent. in 
population, and 1,200 per cent. in the 
value of taxable property. If it were a 


city by itself it would rank as the ninth — 


largest in the United States.
